MANAGER'S MESSAGE 


The Fourth of July has a very special significance in American history, as 
we all know, and it also has a special meaning for us at the Playhouse. For it 
was on July 4, just 50 years ago, that Raymond Moore saw his dream come 
true: a theatre had sprung to life within the shell of an 18th century meeting 
house, a theatre that was to nurture the greatest talents of Broadway and Holly- 
wood. Basil Rathbone and Vio'et Kemble Cooper were the stars that 1927 
Fourth of July; Molnar’s “The Guardsman” was the play. 


According to local sources, it rained that first opening night and the roof 
of the Playhouse leaked so badly that many patrons put up umbrellas. But 
spirits were not dampened; the Playhouse premiere was an outstanding success. 
Afterwards, legend has it that there was a dance and Basil Rathbone danced 
with many of the ladies present that memorable evening. 


Fourteen years later the Fourth of July once again made Playhouse history, 
for on July 4, 1940, Richard Aldrich, who had just succeeded Raymond Moore
